Тапазсаре: While a business use оп these lots might be ап 
appropriate change in land use, the proposed 
B-1-B. designation does not require any co- 
ordination between individual lot owners in 
the sites'/ development. This lack of со- 
ordination would lead to an unattractive, 
congested development pattern with little 
control over site planning, appearance and 
traffic problems. A zoning designation which 
requires development plan review would be more 
appropriate, tied to a master plan, so many of 
the development pitfalls could be avoided. 
The Meijer site was B-2 for this reason, and 
rezoning this site to B-1-B would degrade the 
efforts at Meijer and have a negative impact 
on the viability of nearby residential areas. 


Planning Staff Discussion: 


These lots are located on the west side of Getz Road, between the 
existing service station to the north, and Constitution Drive to 
the south. 


The Plan Commission requested an evaluation of the West Jefferson 
and Illinois Road corridors in 1985-86. As a result of that 
evaluation, the Commission adopted a policy of supporting 
commercialization along the Illinois Road corridor, while 
maintaining residential and/or office development along Jefferson 
Blvd. Getz Road was viewed as remaining residential. | 


In 1990, in connection with the Meijer site, certain improvements 
were required along the Getz and Illinois Road. The staff 
indicated that the Getz Road corridor was seen as staying 
residential, at least until such time that the infrastructure was 
improved to support. non-residential development. Once the 
infrastructure was improved, a re-evaluation would be necessary. 
Staff also pointed out the need to protect existing established 
residential uses from over-intensification of uses and the 
unplanned impacts of dis-orderly growth. It was also noted that 
"the Meijer site rezoning would probably result in similar petitions 
along Getz Road. 


In early 1991, it was suggested that the Plan Commission needed to 
establish a ‘firm policy on how, and if, it wants Getz Road 
development to proceed. Options included allowing full 
commercialization of Getz Road between Illinois and Jefferson, 
office and limited business uses from Illinois to Constitution 
Drive, or setting the commercial boundary at the Meijer’s site. 
Concerns that staff raised were related to impacts on the existing 
residential development, and the potential number of access points 
that could develop on Getz Road along with related public safety 
questions. 


The B-1-B designation allows approximately 90 land uses. This 
range of permitted uses includes: ice cream stores, delicatessens, 
supermarkets, service stations, car washes, liquor stores, and 
restaurants (including fast food). While the designation is 
intended to provide for limited businesses that serve area 
residents (both commercial and residential) and pass-by traffic, 
many of the permitted uses can be acute traffic generators. 


This petition includes 21 lots. Each of these lots could have a 
separate access to Getz Road. Some of these properties are located 
diréctly across from the well-buffered Meijer development, while 
others are directly across from established residential uses. 


The -area south of this petition has been developed as mixed 
residential, with churches, single family and multi-family 
complexes. There is also an undeveloped Professional Office 
District located on the south side of Constitution Drive. Approval 
of this petition would have an eventual impact on those properties 


„и. 


as well. 


If the site could be developed with landscape screening along the 
Getz Road frontage, and be served by, at most, two access points, 
many оЁ these concerns could be addressed. Unfortunately the 
requested B-1-B designation does not require a development plan 
approach to development. While not necessarily opposed to 
commercialization, allowing these lots to be rezoned without the 
benefits of a development plan would result in a severe impact on 
the established residential uses to the south. Without a co- 
ordinated development effort, an unattractive, congested and 
potentially traffic intense development would negatively impact the 
area. For these reasons, staff. could only support a rezoning 
request to POD or RA as representing the highest land use at this 
time, while preserving the quality of life issues that face the 
residential uses along Getz Road. 


The Professional Office District would require a development plan 
submittal which could encompass the limited access and buffering 
concerns that need to be addressed. The RA classification would 
require a development plan review for multi-family development, and 
a BZA review for some non-traditional residential uses such as 
‘nursing homes and mortuaries. 


Independent commercial development of these 21 lots could have 
serious negative impacts on the area due to increased traffic 
congestion, lowering of residential and commercial property values, 
and erosion of quality of life issues. 


It should be made clear that staff does not mean to imply that 
commercial development is totally inappropriate for this area, but 
only that inappropriate commercial development is. If the 
petitioners could join together, and in some manner address these 
issues, a non-residential development. could be made to blend into 
the area similar to the Meijer’s site. 


The Getz Road corridor is potentially a unique mixture of 
residential and non-residential uses blended together in a 
harmonious development pattern to allow potential uses to enhance 
one another. Careful development decisions must be made in order 
to reinforce this concept. 


Staff’s recommendation is based on the belief that the time is not 
ripe for this rezoning. We would suggest allowing the road 
improvements to be evaluated against. actual traffic demands and 
accident frequency before encouraging any additional commercial 
volumes on this corridor. The added time may allow someone to 
address the concerns raised regarding the commercialization of the: 
west side, and offer a solution that will compliment the entire 
area.

Recommendations: Do Not Pass for the following reasons: 


1) Approval could result in a unorganized congested development 
pattern adversely impacting area land uses. 


2) Approval could result in a lowering of property values and 
detract from the "quality of life" of area residents due to the 
lack of buffering requirements and the potential increase in 
traffic congestion. 


3) Commercial development of these individual lots could severely 
hamper traffic flow on the newly improved Getz Road, and could 
create multiple conflict locations, resulting in negative impacts 
on commercial uses in the area. 


4) This request as submitted would not represent responsible 
development or growth at this time.
